Signing the Declaration,

The following gossip about the Decla- 
tion of Independence is from Wood’s 
Household Magazine, and is by the Rev. 
J. B. Wakeley : 

“In looking at the signatures, not one 
is written with a trembling hand except 
Stephen Hopkins. It was not fear that 
made him tremble, for he was a true pat¬ 
riot as any of them, but ho was afflicted 
with the palsy. 

“But one of the residences of the sign¬ 
ers is attached to his name, and that is 
Charles Carroll. It in cai<4 +Vu\t one 
looking over his shoulder when he wrote 
hif? name, and said to him, ‘There are 
several of your name, and if we are un¬ 
successful, they will not know whom to 
arrest.’ He immediately wrote ‘of Car- 
rolton’i as much as to say If there is re¬ 
proach connected with this, I wish to 
bear my share ; if any danger, I am 
ready to face it. There was genuine pat¬ 
riotism. 

“It was rather amusing, after they had 
signed their names, to hear Benjamin 
Franklin say to Samuel Adams : ‘Now 
I think wo will all hang together.’ ‘Yes,’ 
said Mr. Adams, ‘or we shall hang sepa¬ 
rately.’ Many have supposed that all 
the names were signed on the 4th of Ju¬ 
ly, 1776. Not so. It was signed on that 
day only by the President, John Hancock 
and with his signature it was sent forth 
to the woi’ld. On the second of August 
it was signed by all but one of the fifty- 
six signers whose names are appended to 
it. The other attached liis name in Nov¬ 
ember. The pen used by the signers is 
preserved in the Massachusetts Historical 
Society, at Boston. What tales that pen 
could tell if it could speak ! what a his¬ 
tory there is connected with it ! 

“The signers of the Declaration are 
dead. The hands that held the pen, and 
the fingers that moved it when they 
wrote their names on that original docu¬ 
ment, now lie cold across their bosoms. 
They all lived to a good old age. The 
The average of fifty-three at the time of 
their decease was over sixty-eight years. 
The last survivor was Charles Carroll, of 
Carrolton, being over ninety when he 
died. Fourteen signers lived to be eighty 
years old, and four past ninety. They 
all sleep in honored graves.”

CHAPTER V—Continued. 

IIIS JOURNEY THROUGH THE WESTERN 
AND SOUTHERN STATES. 

About the middle of August Burr start¬ 
ed for the island of St. Simons off the 
coast of Georgia. While there great 
respect was paid him ; the views of the 
people in regard to the duel were differ¬ 
ent from those at the North. From this 
island lie went £o visit his daneffi*®* 
South Carolina,and Btayed about ten days, 
after which he proceeded on his way to 
Washington, where he resolved to act as 
President of the Senate. He arrived at 
the capital on the 4th of November. The 
Senate at this session was going to try 
Judge Chace, “who, it was charged, had 
grossly abused the authority of the bench 
in certain political trials.” The trial 
commenced February 4th, 1805, and clos¬ 
ed on March 1st. The final decision of 
the Senate was, not guilty. On March 
2d Colonel Burr bade adieu to the Senate. 
His speech was very affecting. All the 
audience were in tears. 

Soon after he refired from the Vice- 
Presidency, he started on a tour through 
the Western and Southern States. On 
the 10th of April he left Philadelphia 
for Pittsburg. From Pittsburg he sailed 
down the Ohio river as far as Louisville, 
then traveling by land through Frankfort 
and Lexington to Nashville. At this 
place lie was a guest of General Jackson, 
who afterwards became President of the 
United States, and be was received with 
great kindness by the people of tbe town 
and vicinity. After remaining here a 
few days, he left, June 3d, and sailed 
down the Cumberland to its mouth. On 
June 25th, ho came to New Orleans, 
continuing there about three weeks, then 
started back again. In November he 
passed a week at Washington and visited 
the President. From Washington, he 
went South to visit his daughter, return¬ 
ing to Philadelphia in December. Dur¬ 
ing this expedition, a design wa3 running 
in his mind something like this; to con¬ 
quer Mexico from the Spanish, himself 
to be the bead, and have the City of 
Mexico for the capital. As Aaron Burr 
and his confedei'ates were afraid there 
would be no war, they bought 4,000,000 
acres of land on the banks of the Washita, 
in Indian Territory, so as to form a col¬ 
ony if the war did not happen. The 
chief confederates were, his own daughter, 
Mrs. Theodosia Burr Alston, and her

eral Adavi, General Wilkinson and Mr. 
Blennerhasset. Blennerhasset was a na¬ 
tive of Ireland. He came to this country 
and moved on an island in the Ohio 
river. He built a mansion, bad an exten¬ 
sive library, a philosophical apparatus 
and a lovely wife. The first rendezvous 
was made on Blennerhasset island. Near 
the end of July, 1806, Burr sent Samuel 
Swartwout and a son of Matthew Ogden 
with letters to General Wilkinson. A 
few days after they left, Burr, his daugh¬ 
ter and two or three friends followed. 
He left his daughter upon Blennerhasset 
island and started forward, traveling 
through different places, gaining now 
adherents. In October, Mr. Alston ar¬ 
rived at the island. Soon after, he, The¬ 
odosia and Blannerbasset traveled by 
stage to Lexington. On their journey, 
they heard several reports about Burr 
forming a conspiracy against the United 
States. The Western, World mentioned 
that Colonel Burr’s “scheme was shadow¬ 
ed forth, and he himself denounced a 
traitor.” On November 3d, at Frankfort, 
Mr. Daviess, Attorney for the United 
States, rose in court and desired that 
Aaron Burr should be compelled to at¬ 
tend and answer the charges of being en¬ 
gaged in a course that was contrary to 
law. Two days later the Judge decided 
that Burr had done nothing illegal. Col¬ 
onel Burr being in Lexington at the 
time, heard of the news. He entered 
the court afterthe Judgehad rendered this 
decision, and requested that the lawyer 
might have the trial then. Daviess ac¬ 
cepted the challenge. Burr’s counsel was 
Henry Clay and Colonel Allen. 
On November 26th, the trial commenced. 
Aaron Burr was acquitted 

About the beginning of October, Swart¬ 
wout arrived at Wilkinson’s camp at 
Natchitoches, Louisiana, and delivered 
the letters to him. On October 18th, 
Swartwout left the camp and proceeded 
down the river. After Wilkinson had 
read the letters, he began to think he 
ought not to follow Burr in his movements; 
so on October 21st, he sent a messenger 
with despatches to the President. On 
November 25th, Jefferson received the 
dispatches. On the 27th he issued his 
proclamation, warning people from join¬ 
ing in tho expedition as they would be 
liable to be punished.

French Rolls. —Warm one ounce 
fresh butter in a gill of milk, add a large 
tablespoonful of yeast and a little salt. 
Salt one pound of flour into a pan, pour 
in and stir well the mjlk, and let tho 
dough rise in a warm place, covering it 
with a thick cloth. When light, knead 
well, and form into rolls. Put these in 
a well-floured pan ;in a warm place to 
rise, and bake in a quick oven. 

Jelly Roll. —I make Berwick sponge 
cake, or any kind of nice sponge cake 
will do if baked very thin ; when done I 
turn it out bottom side upon a fine cloth, 
which has been wrung out in cold water, 
then spread the jelly on while hot and 
roll up. I usually cut the edges from 
the cake, it rolls better. 

— Nice rolls aro made with two quarts 
of flour, one cup of yeaBt, two eggs, ono 
half cup of lard, and made up with cold 
water. Of course they are better made 
with sweet milk and butter instead of 
lard and water, but these are not always 
easy to get. In making rolls divide the 
dough at the second working in small 
long wedges, and cover the bottom of tbe 
Dutch oven with these set on end, press¬ 
ing them together until all the dough is 
in. They will rise to tho top of the oven, 
and when dono can be broken off in 
flakes. It is a sin to put a knife into a 
loaf of hot rolls. Wash your hands 
clean before going to breakfast, and no 
one will quarrel with you for breaking 
the rolls apart. In Virginia no breax- 
fast table is considered complete without 
a loaf of plain, hot light bread. Sallie 
Lunn or rolls, and generally muffins pip¬ 
ing hot, aro handed around during tho 
meal with corn meal batter cakw,

The SpaniBb minister of war at Madrid, 
received dispatches on Thursday an¬ 
nouncing the defeat of the Carlist force 
besieging Berga, and that the siege had 
been raised, and the Carlist force in full 
retreat. The Carlist loss was ninety 
killed and three hundred wounded. The 
Carlist General Saballas is wounded. Ad¬ 
vices have been received in Madrid that 
the Carlist troops are discouraged and 
insubordinate. 

It is stated in Paris that the negotia¬ 
tions between the conservatives in the 

French Assembly and the legitimists, in 
the interest of Count He Chambord, have 
terminated, in consequence of a disagree¬ 
ment about the national Hag. 

The following is said to be an approxi¬ 
mately correct classification ef the adher¬ 
ents of the various churches among Eng¬ 
lish speaking people: Protestants Epis¬ 
copal, 12,500,000 ; Presbyterians, 11, 
500,000; Baptists, 10,500,000; Congre- 
gationalists, 7,500,000 ; Methodists, 15, 
000,000 ; Roman Catholics, 10,000,000 
—57,000,000 of Protestants against 
10 , 000,000 of Roman Catholics. 

The Bureau of Education is in receipt 
of advices from Vienna respecting^ over 
twenty-five prizes awarded to United 
States exhibitors in group twenty-six for 
education, teaching and instruction. In 
this group out of thirty grand diplomas 
of honor, the highest piize, American ex¬ 
hibitors gain four, namely, United States 
Bureau of Education, State of Massachu¬ 
setts, City of Boston, Smithsonian Insti¬ 
tute. One grand medal of progress ac¬ 
corded to the City of Washington, and 
three medals of merit to New York, 
Chicago and Cincinnati. Several other 
cities, which exhibited, such as Worces¬ 
ter, Mass., Cleveland, O., and Jackson¬ 
ville, Til., were awarded tho diploma of 
merit. The Cooper Institute, of New 
York city, was awarded a medal of pro¬ 
gress.

The defalcation ot C. P. Groot, teller, 
and William Paddock, his assistant, of 
the Exchange Bank of Albany, amounts 
to $40,840. Groot says the money has 
been loaned and will be returned to the 
bank. The general impression is that 
the money has been used in stock specu¬ 
lation. The surplus of the bank is $140, 
000.

Yellow Stone Expedition, under General 
Custer, August 19th, in which they were 
severely defeated and routed. General 
Custer’s Orderly was killed and twenty 
of the soldiers slightly wouhded. The 
Indians’ loss is estimated at forty killed 
and wounded.

Lincoln, Nebraska. 

The last United States census of Ne¬ 
braska farms showed one acre of woodland 
for every three under tillage. Nevei’tlie 
less a large portion of that state is tim¬ 
berless. South of the Platte River lum¬ 
ber for building is chiefly obtained from 
Chicago or the Mississippi River, via the 
railroad running westward from Burling¬ 
ton. But such lumber is expensive, one 
third more bo than in New England, and 
many a pioneer has no money, or next to 
none. How then can a poor man obtain 
a house 1 He can build a sod house him¬ 
self, incurring no expense whatever ex¬ 
cept for a door and window, which he 
can buy ready made for $4 at any rail¬ 
road station. 

The sod house builder finds his mate¬ 
rial ready to his hand, in every furrow of 
the virgin prairie his plow turns up. The 
sods, compacted by the tramp of buffaloes 
and bound together by the roots of the 
“devil’s shoe-string” and every other veg¬ 
etable product, form better bricks than 
the Hebrews could have furnished Pha¬ 
raoh even before he denied them straw. 
Out of this prairie quarry about nine 
days’ labor of one man suffices to complete 
a sod-house fifteen feet square on the in¬ 
side,—a dwelling warmer in winter and 
cooler in summer than any frame house, 
i faSVbVGC'U Sn el» »M. ftUda nip years old 
yet still in good repair. Many dwellers 
in houses of that sort have assui’ed me 
that they have suffered nothing from 
dampness, even when they had no floors, 
no ceilings no plastering nor paper hang¬ 
ings. But all these four additions soon 
garnish the original simplicity of many 
sod-houses. 

The very roofs of sod-houses are often 
made of sods supported by poles, which 
the settler can cut along the banks of 
every water course. But if he lives near 
no stream he must buy at least rafters, 
and perhaps boards and shingles for cov¬ 
ering his house top. Sod roo£s are warm¬ 
er, lumber roofs are less likely to leak. 
This novel style of architecture is increas- 
ingly popular and prevalent in Central 
Nebraska. A majority of the dwellings 
on the homesteads in Saline and York 
counties, along the Burlington and Mis¬ 
souri River Railroad as it pushes west 
from Lincoln are Sod-houses. No doubt 
those in other countios are so too. So 
are the habitations of many among the 
4,000 buyers of railroad land of the Bur¬ 
lington and Missouri River Railroad 
Company. 

In a week’s ride just now through the 
sod-house region,—while calling at many 
doors and entering not a few,—I have 
found no man, no woman, no child home¬ 
sick for the land they came from. On the 
other hand, all were full of heart and hope, 
—assured that by becoming landlords 
they were about to become the lords of 
the land. As the Homestead Bill gives 
them free houses; and they are doubtful 
which is the better boon. 

The railroad lands above mentioned 
have been bought on ten years’ credit, 
six per cent interest, and on purchases 
made since 1872, nothing of the principal 
is payable until the end of four years, 
while twenty per cent, is thrown off from 
land prices for prompt payment.

We have already published the partic¬ 
ulars of the adventures of Dr. Malott at 
Sand Bank.

Letter from Bishop Pock. 

Bishop J esse T. Peck writes an inter¬ 
esting letter, addressed to “readers of the 
Northern Christian Advocate,” Avhich 
contains a summary of his journeyings 
and religious works from Syracuse to 
Carson City, the capital of Nevada. He 
says he is in good health, and able to en¬ 
dure more labor with less fatigue than 
when ho started on his journey. He re¬ 
counts, briefly, bis work in Illinois, at 
Mount Pleasant, Iowa, at Red Park and 
Council Bluffs, and at Carson, Nevada. 
He will proceed thence to California, and 
enter upon tho work assigned him by 
the General Conference. The Bishop 
further writes as follows : 

I wish, my dear friends, it were pos¬ 
sible for you to see what I have seen. 
The eorn—oceans of corn—the wheat, 
the cattle, indeed, everything that indi¬ 
cates thrift and wealth—enough to over¬ 
whelm a man with astonishment. 

“I found the fields in Western New 
York fresher than in the center. More 
rain in Canada apparently than about 
Syracuse. Illinois all alive with vegeta¬ 
tive power. Iowa grand in the freshest 
life. Nebraska greatand rich almost be¬ 
yond comparison. Our grand domain 
beyond the Mississippi must be seen to 
be realized. Wyoming Territory, a great 
pasture for cattle and antelope, and es- 
peciuiiy ricii in vuu.1 in 11*0 


tion, perpetual snow, sage brush, opening 
plains, the beautiful Blue river, the Web¬ 
ber, the Humbolt, and their nice little 
openings of fresh vegetation. Great 
Salt Lake with its valley enriched by ir¬ 
ritation from pure mountain streams; 
and then on, on through the Canons 
(Kanyons) and immense plains of desert 
and sage brush, little towns at the rail¬ 
road stations, and then Nevada, a State 
of really inexhaustable wealth hid away 
in its bald, sterile, dreary mountains, dug 
up by the most obstinate energy and dai¬ 
ly dropping from its mint in new, rich 
silver and gold coin. 

I shall know more of the Church in 
these regions hereafter. We have a few 
hard-working, excellent men who are do¬ 
ing valiantly for Christ and laying good 
foundations for future building. God 
bless them and you.” 

Joseph Gilbert— an old and respected 
citizen of Phoenix, was killed at Potsdam 
Junction, on Wednesday of last week, 
while attempting to get aboard a Western 
bound train while in motion. The Og- 
densburg Journal gives the following 
particulars of the sad affair : “lie had 
arrived at the Junction from Masscna 
Springs, and had a box of Massena water 
with him, and was anxiously engaged in 
getting it upon the express car as the 
train commenced to move. In attempt¬ 
ing to get upon tbe cars he missed his 
grasp, and fell so near the track that the 
train struck him, breaking his back and 
causing his death in an hour and a half 
after the accident. The gentleman’s at¬ 
tention was called to the warning signal 
in time to havo enabled him to have got 
upon the train, but his extreme anxiety 
about the water caused the delay that 
proved fafal.”

CHAPTER 314. 

AN ACT to provide for submitting to tho electors of this 
State, at tne general election to be held on the Tues¬ 
day following the first Monday of November, eighteen 
hundred and seventy-three, the question whether tho 
• offices of chief judge and associate judges of the court 
of appeals, of justices of the supreme court, of the 
judge of the superior court of the city of New York, 
of the judge of the court of common pleas of the 
city and county of New York, of the judge of the su- 

E urior court of Buffalo, of the judge of the city of 
rooklyn, of the comity judge of the several counties 
of this State, shall be hereafter filled by appointment 
pursuant to section seventeen, article six of the con¬ 
stitution. 

Passed April 20, 1S73 ; three-fiftlis being present. 

The People of the State of New York, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows : 

Section 1. The question whether tho offices of chief 
judga and asstciate judge of the court of appeals, the 
justices of the supreme court, the judges of the superior 
court oi the city of New York, of the court of common 
pleas of the city and county of New York, of the su¬ 
perior court of Buffalo, of the city court of Brooklyn 
and the county judge of the seveiul counties of this 
State, shall hereafter be filled bv appointment, shall be 
submitted to the electors of this State, at the general 
election to bo held on Tuesday succeeding the first 
Monday of November next, as prov ided in section seven¬ 
teen of article six of tho constitution of this State, in 
the manner hereinafter mentioned. 

§ 2. The inspectors of election in each election dis¬ 
trict in tho State shall provide two boxes, In which they 
shall deposit tho ballots of the electors upon the ques¬ 
tion whether the judges and Justices of the several 
courts named in the first section of this act shall hereaf¬ 
ter be filled by appointment. One of said boxes shall 
be labeled ‘^appointment or election of the chief judge 
and associate judges of the court of appeals and of jus¬ 
tices of the supreme court.” The other one shall he la¬ 
beled ’‘appointment or election of judges of city and 
county courts.” Each citizen entitled to vote at such 
election may vote two ballots, as follows : One of them 
shall be endorsed “appointment or election of the chief 

» ■; and associate judges of tho court of appeals, and 
o justices of the supreme court,” and shall con¬ 
tain on the inside when folded, the words, “shall the of¬ 
fices of the chief judge and associate judge of the court of 
appeals and of the justices of the supreme court bo 
hereafter filled by appointment—Yes,” or tho words, 

“ shall the offices of chief judge and associate judge of 
the court of appeals, aud of tho justices of the supremo 
court be hereafter filled by appointment—No ;” and all 
such ballots shall bo deposited in tho boxes labeled 
“appointment or election of chief judge and associate 
judges of the court of appeals and justices of the su¬ 
preme court;” The other of said ballots shall be in¬ 
dorsed, “appointment or election of judges of city and 
county courts,” and on the inside, when folded* shall 
contain the words, “shall the offices of tho judgo of the 
' TIT 1 ' ' — ‘ ‘ Bv ot Ni jjn’-k..of the judge 
of the court oi common pleas of the city and count' V.f 
New York, of the judge of the superior court of J.iiii' i- 
lo, of tho judge of tho city court of Brooklyn, ol the 
county judge of tho several counties of this State, bo 
hereafter filled by appointment—Yes,” or the words 
‘•shall the offices of the judge of the superior court of 
the city of New York, of the judge of thecourt of com¬ 
mon pleas of the city and county of New York, of the 
judge of the superior court of'Buffalo, of the judge of 
the city court of Brooklyn, of the county judge of the 
several counties of this State be hereafter filled by ap¬ 
pointment—No.” And all such ballots shall be deposi¬ 
ted in the boxes labeled “appointment or election of the 
judges of the city and county courts.” 

§ 3. The inspectors of election in each election dis¬ 
trict, after tho closing of tho polls of such election, shall 
count and canvass separately, the ballots deposited in 
each of tho said boxes in the manner prescribed by law 
in reference to other elections, and shall ascertain the 
whole number of ballots upon each of the questions to 
be submitted as aforesaid. Tho inspectors, after having 
so counted said ballots shall set down in writing the 
whole number on such ballots upon suchquestion,and tho 
whole number for and against each of the said ques¬ 
tions, and shall certify and make return of the said sev¬ 
eral votes In the same manner as prescribed by law in 
reference to other ballots at a genoral election. 

§ 4. The votes so given shall be canvassed by tho sev- 
veral boards of county canvassers at the next meeting 
thereof after such cloction, and the aggregate results in 
the several counties shall ho canvassed and certified by 
the board of State canvassers. The existing laws iu 
reference to a general election shall in all respects, so 
far as applicable, apply to and regulate the proceedings 
and duties of the said board of county and State can¬ 
vassers, and o! the county clerks and secretary of State, 
from tho statements made to the board of State canvas¬ 
sers it shall determine whether a majority of the votes 
upon the questions submitted to the electors of tho 
State, as herein provided, be in the affirmative or nega¬ 
tive. The said board shall make a certificate of such 
determination and shall deliver the same to the Secreta¬ 
ry of State, who shall file the same iu this office. 

§ 5. If a majority of all tho ballots indorsed “Ap¬ 
pointment or election of chief judge and associate judge* 
of the court of appeals end of justices of the supremo 
court” shall be in the affirmative, then the said officers 
shall not after the election be elective, but, as vacancies 
occur, they shall bo filled by appolntmeut by the gover¬ 
nor, by and with the advice and consent of the senate, 
or if the Senate be not in session by the Governor; 
but in sucii case lie shall nominate to the sen¬ 
ate, when next convened, and such appointment by the 
governor alone shall expire at the end of that session; 
but if tho majority of said ballots so indorsed be in the 
negative, then the said officers shall ho elected, as here¬ 
tofore. If a majorityof the ballots indorsed “Appointment 
or election of judges of city and county courts''shall con¬ 
tain on the inside t.Jie question as herein before provi¬ 
ded, answerd in the affirmative, then the said officei-* 
mentioned in the said question shall not after aaid elec¬ 
tion bo elective, but as vacancies occur they shall be fill¬ 
ed by appointment bv the governor, by and with tli# 
advice and consent of the senate, or if the senate be not 
in session, by the governor ; but in such case he shall 
nominate to the senate, when next convened, and such 
appointment by the governor alone shall expiro at tho 
end of that session; but if a majority of tho ballots so 
indorsed shall be answered in the negative, then tho 
said officers shall he elected as heretofore. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of State 
to cause the said questions, together with tho forms of 
the ballots os herein specified, to bo published in two or 
more newspapers in each of tho counties of this State, 
the same number of times prior to the said election as is 
now required by law to be published of the officers to bo 
elected and the’ officers to be filled at such election ; 
such newspapers to designated by the Secretary of State 
in the manner now provided by law for designating 
newspapers to publish election notices; but no neglect 
or failure to publish, or informality of publication 
shall impair the validity of such election. 

Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of State 
to include in and cause to hep ublishcd with the election 
notices for the said general election,a notice in substance 
and effect as follows ; Pursuant to section seventeen of 
articles six of the constitution of this Slate, two ques¬ 
tions will be submitted to the electors of this State, to 
lie voted upon separate ballots as follows : 1st, Shall 
the offices of chief judge and associate judge of the 
court of appeals, and of justice of the supreme court 
be hereafter filled by appointment. 2d. Shall the of¬ 
fices of the judge of the superior court of the city of 
New York, the court of common pleas of the city and 
county of New York, the judge of tho superior court of 
Buffalo, the judgo of the city court of Brooklyn, and 
the judge of tho county courts of the several counties 
of this State be hereafter filled by appointment.”

About two years after the Texan Re¬ 
volution,a difficulty occured between the 
new government and a portion of the 
people, which threatened the most seri¬ 
ous consequences—even the bloodshed 
and horrors of civil war. Briefly the 
cause was this :— 

The constitution had fixed the city of 
Austin as the permanent capital, with 
the reservation, however, of a power in 
the President to order their removal in 
case of danger from the inroads of a for¬ 
eign enemy, or tlie force of sudden insur¬ 
rection. 

Conceiving that the exceptional emer¬ 
gency had arrived, as the Camanches fre¬ 
quently committed ravages within sight 
of the of the capital itself, Houston, who 
then resided at Washington, on the Bra¬ 
zos, dispatched an order commanding his 
subordinate functionaries to send tho 
State records to the latter place, which 
he declared to be, pro tempore , the seat 
of government. 

It is impossible to describe the stormy 
excitement which the promulgation of 
this hat raised in Austin. The keeper* 
of hotel*, boarding-houses, groceries, and 
faro-banks, were thunderstruck, madden¬ 
ed to phrenzy, for the measure would be 
a death blow to their prosperity in busi¬ 
ness ; and accordingly they determined 
at once to take the necessary step to avert 
the danger, by opposing the execution 
of Houston’s mandate. They called a 
mass-meeting of the citizens and farmers 
of the circumjacent country, who were all 
more or less interested in the question ; 
and after many fiery speeches against the 
asserted tyranny of the administration, 
it waB unanimously resolved to prevent 
the removal of the archives by open 
and armed resistance. To that end they 
organized a company of four hundred 
men, one moiety of whom, relieving the 
other at regular periods of duty, should 
keep constant guard around the State 
House until the peril passed bj. The 
commander of this force was one Colonel 
Morton, who had. achieved considerable 
renown in the warfor Independence, and 
had still more recently displayed desper¬ 
ate bravery in two terrible duels, in both 
of which, he had cut his antagonists 
nearly to pieces with the bowie knife. 
Indeed,from the notoriety of his character 
for revenge, as well as courage, it was 
thought that President Houston, would 
renounce his purpose touching the ar¬ 
chives, so soon as he should learn who 
was the leader of the opposition. 

Morton, on his part, whose vanity ful- 
ly equaled his personal prowess, encour¬ 
aged and justified the prevailing opinions 
by his boastful threats. He swore that 
if the President did succeed in removin'* 
the records by the march of an overpow¬ 
ering force, he would then himself hunt
